The  Dpacon'ti  Bull. 

BY  J    W.  W  ATSON. 

Deacon  Josepli  Jones,  ol  LilclifielJ,  was 
a  fine  specinion  of  die  old  style,  sturdy  far- 
mer, lionest,  conscientious,  and  liofpiiable 
to  a  fault,  and  with  one  leading  vanity, 
which  was  his  farm,  and  hie  ability  to  raise 
the  finest  stock  in  the  whole  of  New  Eng- 
fand.  In  his  younger  days  the  deacon  liad 
commanded  a  company  of  State  troops, 
which  had  done  service  during  the  l.a.st  war 
with  Great  Britain,  and  though  he  had  fail- 
ed in  the  teoimical  application  ol  the  term, 
"to  smell  |>owder,"  yet  he  had  received  the 
infusion  ot  warlike  spirit,  and  earned  the 
title  of  ' captain,"  which,  on  the  principal 
of  "once  a  captain,  always  a  captain,"  stuck 
to  him,  and  mingled  with  the  more  peaceful 
cognomen  o(  "deacon." 

This  warlike  spirit  Ihedeacon  could  never 
conquer,  even  though  he  had  been  frequent- 
ly rebuked  by  the  good  dominie  for  showing 
so  much  of  the  church  militant  in  his  daily 
bearing,  and  could  find  no  greater  delight, 
when  he  could  obtain  an  audience,  than  in 
recalling  the  days  of  his  captaincy  and  tell- 
ing bloodless  tales  of  "when  I  was  out  in 
13  and  '14." 

Among  the  deacon's  fine  .stock  was  a  bull, 
a  splendid  animal,  which  for  strenjjtb,  size 
ami  beauty,  e.-jcited  the  envy  and  admira- 
tion, of  the  farmers  of  the  whole  country. 
So  ni'ich  was  the  deacon's  bull  praised,  that 
very  soon  its  owner  began  to  believe  he  pos- 
sessed the  most  wondert'ul  animal  that  had 
ever  e.xisted,  and  to  boast  accordingly.  From 
morning  till  night,  nothing  could  be  heard 
in  the  neighborhood  ol  Litchfield  but  praises 
of  the  deacon's  bull^and  estimations  of  his 
value.  At  last  lo  such  a  pilch  did  this  esti- 
mation reach  that  the  deacon  not  content 
with  bearing  the  paint  from  every  cattle 
raiser  in  the  county,  sought,  like  Alexander, 
fre.«h  worlds  to  conquer,  and  ofTered  his  bull 
to  the  competition  ol  the  entire  country.  To 
do  this  properly^  Deacon  Jo.»eph  issued  a 
handbill  selling  lorlh  in  glowing  lines  the 
qualities  of  his  bull,  its  size,  age,  weight  and 
color,  leading  ofl'  wiih  a  challenge  lo  any 
one  posMes.sin2  an  animal  of  like  size  and 
age,  to  bring  it  forward,  and  vanquish  the 
deacon's  bull  in  a  fair  fight  for  one  hundred 
dollars.  Here  it  was  that  the  old  warlike 
spirit  peeped  forth,  and  the  deacon  instead 
ofl'eriiig  lo  match  his  bull  tor  any  of  those 
qualities  thai  go  toward  making  good  beef, 
proffered  the  challenge  for  its  fighting  quali- 
ty.

Florence  Xightingale's  "Notes  on  Nursing  " 
contain  the  following  useful  hints: 

A  dark  house  is  always  an  unhealthy  house, 
always  an  ill-aired  house.  Want  of  light 
stops  growth  and  promotes  scrofula,  rickets, 
ifcc,  among  children.  People  lose  their 
health  in  a  dark  house,  and  if  they  get  ill 
they  cannot  get  well  again  in  it.  Three  out 
of  uiany  negligences  and  ignorances  in  man- 
aging the  health  of  houses  generally  I  will 
here  mention  as  specimens:  First,  that  the 
female  head  in  charge  ol  any  building  does 
not  think  it  necessary  to  visit  every  hole 
and  corner  of  it  every  day.  How  can  she 
expect  that  those  under  lier  will  be  more 
carelul  to  maintain  her  house  in  a  healthy 
condition  than  she  who  is  in  charge  of  it  ? 
Secondly,  that  it  is  not  considered  essential 
to  air,  to  sun  and  clean  rooms  while  unin- 
habited; which  is  simply  ignoring  the  first 
elementary  notion  of  sanitary  tilings,  and 
laying  the  ground  for  all  kind  ol  disease?. 
Third,  that  one  window  is  considered  enough 
to  air  a  room.  Don't  imagine  that  if  you 
who  are  in  charge  and  don't  look  to  these 
th  ings  yourself,  those  under  you  will  be  more 
carelul  than  you  are.  It  appears  as  if  the 
part  of  the  mistress  was  to  complain  of  her 
servants  and  lo  accept  their  excuse — nor  to 
show  them  how  there  need  be  neither  cotu- 
plaints  nor  excuses  made.

The  same  thing  hap- 
pens after  ibe  .tn.'estliclic  sleep  of  chloroform, 
in  neither  ca>e  can  a  man  remember  w^Jjat 
he  never  fell.

•In  the  exerciee  of  thai  privilegs  which 
every  loyal  man  has,  of  expressing  his  opin- 
ion of  public  men  and  iheir  acts,  we  can- 
not bnt  eay  that  the  treatment  of  the  loyal 
State  of  Maryland  is  a  disgrace  to  the  Gov- 
ernment and  disgusting  to  every  right  think, 
ing  Union  man  in  the  Kalion.  The  most 
irritating  and  injurious  violations  of  the 
laws  of  that  State  and  the  rights  of  its  peo- 
ple, by  military  subordinates  are  permitted, 
without  any  elTort  being  made  to  restrain 
them.  The  loyal  Stale  of  Maryland  is  en- 
titled to  all  the  rights  and  privileges  which 
any  other  loyal  State  has.  But,  instead  of 
this,  she  is  treated  aa  badly  as  South  Caroli- 
na. Governor  Bradford,  Senator  Hicks,  and 
other  prominent  loyal  ofUciala  and  citizens, 
have  complained  to  the  Government,  but 
without  success.  Tlie  outrages  are  still 
going  on.  The  slaves  of  loyal  men  are  be- 
ing organized  into  squads,  companies,  and 
regiments,  and,  under  the  guidanceof  Aboli- 
tionists and  ihieve.s,  go  from  farm  to  farm 
doin(5  far  more  damage  than  a  rebel  array 
would. 

From  the  National  Intelligencer  we  clip 
the  following  which  gives  bnt  a  faint  idea 
ot  the  great  outrages  being  perpetrated  up- 
on that  loyal  people,  under  the  direct  au- 
thority and  encouragement  of  high  officials 
How  can  we  hope  for  the  blessings  of  Prov- 
idence upon  our  cause,  if  we  do  and  permit 
acts  which  would  disgrace  even  Jetr  Davis? 

"Certain  it  is  that  the  worst  anticipations 
weem  those  most  likely  to  be  realized.  The 
steamboat  Cecil  was  every  day  Inst  week 
busily  engaged  in  gathering  up  slave  proper- 
ty along  the  coasts  of  (Jucen  Anne's.  Talbot, 
and  Dorchester  counties  AbouWwix  hundred 
slaves  have  been  carried  away  against  their 
owners'  wills  from  Talbot  nlont-,  niij  on  Fri- 
day lasttheCecil  transponeil  from  (-ambridge 
to  Baltimore  about  one  hundreil  .slave  neuro 
men  who  were  gathered  from  Dorchester 
county.  Scores  of  farms  have  been  suddenly 
stripped  of  their  beat  labor,  whilst  few  or 
none  but  helpless  women  and  children  arc 
left  behind  for  their  owners  to  feed  and  sup- 
port as  best  they  can.  On  one  estate,  where 
the  negroes  numbered  about  lour  hundred 
all  the  adult  males  have  been  beguiled  or 
forced,  away,  and  three  hundred  women  and 
children  left  to  shift  for  themselves.  What 
renders  this  the  more  embarrassing  to  agri- 
cultural proceedings  is  the  total  absence  of 
white  labor  which  might  till  the  place  of 
the  slave  peasantry.  -V  large  portion  of  a 
most  fertile  and  valuable  region  must  go  un- 
tilled  the  ne.xt  year,  and  great  private  and 
public  losses  be  the  consequence. 

"Ik  is  staled  liiat  promises  of  considerable 
sums  of  money  to  the  negro  men,  with  other 
seductive  offers,  are  among  the  most  common 
ineaBS  used  to  entice  them  from  theirowners  : 
in  some  cases  force  is  menaceil  for  the  pur- 
pose. Thus  a  farm  will  be  visited  after  night- 
fall by  an  officer  and  one  or  two  men  in  mil- 
itarv  uniform.  The  owner  will  be  notified 
that  hie  servant  has  'volunteered,'  and  that  a 
military  party  have  come  to  take  him  off' 
Of  course  resistance  on  the  part  of  the  mas- 
ter is  out  of  the  question,  as  he  is  always 
caught  uuawares, 

"■rhe  bounty  usually  promised  to  each 
male  negro  slave  is  one  hundred  dollars, 
whilst  the  white  man  who  recruits  him  gets 
two  dollars,  for  his  share  in  the  proceedings; 
but  there  is  a  doubt  whether  the  white  par- 
ties into  whose  hands  the  bounty  is  placed 
always  deliver  to  tlie  recruited  slave  the  full 
amount  designed  for  him  by  the  original 
providersof  the  fund,  whether  they  be  official 
or  (aa  some  aver)  a  society  in  the  North 
which  has  been  formed  to  gather  money  for 
the  special  abolishment  of  slavery  in  Mary- 
land. The  amount  collected  by  the  compa- 
ny is  understood  to  reaah  §100,000  and  that 
it  is  out  of  this  fund  that  the  new.spaper  and 
other  aiders  and  abetters  of  these  slave  ab- 
ductions are  paid  for  their  labors.

"Yesterday  I  could  scarcely  avoid  crying, 
to  gay  nothing  worse,  to  see  gentlemen  of 
this  town  and  the  neighborhood  standing  in 
groups,  powerless  to  prevent  the  abduction 
of  their  slaves.  The  night  before  a  steamer 
anchored  in  the  river  and  the  next  morning, 
as  though  to  add  insult  to  injurr,  squads  of 
negro  soldiers  perambulated  the  town  in 
search  of  slaves.  Miles  of  corn  1  have  seen 
standing  nngatlKred  for  want  of  hands, 
there  being  no  substitutes  for  iheslaves  thus 
abducted.'

The 
man  that  saves  ten  cents  a  day  only,  is  so 
Mi'ich  richer  than  he  who  does  not,  as  if  he 
owned  a  life  estate  in  a  house  worth  six 
liundred  dollars;  and  if  invested  quarterly, 
does  not  lake  half  that  time. 

But  ten  cents  a  day  is  child's  play,  some 
will  exclaim.  Well,  then,  John  Jacob  As- 
tor  used  to  say  that  when  a  man  who  wishes 
to  be  rich  has  saved  ten  thousand  ^dollars, 
he  has  won  half  the  battle.

Railroad  .Speed, — Many  fatal  accidents 
otcur  on  railways  by  persons  allcnipling  to 
drive  across  them  when  a  train  is  approach- 
ing. The  danger  lies  in  miscalculating  the 
rale  at  which  a  car  moves  when  under  full 
lieailway,  which  is  said  to  be  about  seventv- 
I'our  feet,  or  nearly  twice  its  own  K  nglh,  in  a 
second : 

At  this  velocity,  the  locinii.jir,  driving 
wheel,  six  feet  in  diameter,  makes  lour  revo- 
lutions in  a  second,  the  piston  rod  thus  trav- 
ersing the  cylinder  eight  times.  If  a  horse 
and  cart  should  approach  and  cross  a  track 
at  the  rapid  rate  of  six  miles  an  hour,  an  ex- 
press train  appronching  at  the  moment 
would  move  toward  it  two  hundred  and  fitty- 
seven  feet  while  it  was  in  the  act  ol  cross 
ing;  if  the  horse  moved  no  lasler  than  a 
walk,  the  train  would  move  towards  it  more 
than  live  hundred  feel,  which  facts  account 
for  the  many  acciilents  at  such  points.  When 
the  locomotive  whistle  is  opened  ai  the  post 
eighty  rods  from  the  crossing,  the  train  will 
advance  near  one  hundred  Icet  before  the 
soiiikI  ol  the  whistle  traverses  the  distance 
to  and  is  heard  at  the  crossing.

True  education  is  that  which 
aims  at  the  slow  and  liealthv  growth  of  the 
mind;  the  incorporation  into  it  of  principles, 
and  the  formation  of  tastes  and  habits  the 
full  value  of  which  will  apjiear  only  after 
mature  years  have  developed  their  tenden- 
cies. The  highest  and  best  parts  of  educa- 
tion are  incapable  of  exhibition.  TJie  show 
made  at  the  close  of  a  term  is  well  enough 
to  amuse  children  and  their  fond  parents, 
but  is  olteii  like  that  of  newly-dressed  pleas- 
ure grounds,  adorned  with  trees  and  slirubs 
fresh  from  the  nursery,  having  a  show  of 
vitality  in  the  feliage,  though  as  yet  draw- 
ing no  sap  from  the  root.  Such  frostworks 
of  the  school-room  is  soon  dissolved,  and 
generally  pas.ses  away  with  the  occasion.
